As be 
walked in Joppa, the ancient seapqrt 
where Peter fell in a trance and heard 
the voices saying to him: Peter, 
Peter, kill aud oat;” did hs not vow 
that he would kill and eat, that His 
Gospel should be made known to the 
onptives aud to they that are sitting 
in groveliug darkness? As ho looked 
at Ashdod in its decayed condition, 
how hs remembered that in its walls 
stood the temple of Dagon, and that 
the ark was taken there after the at- 
tle of Ebenezer, and he felt that it is 
no more a stronghold!

which Christ wept as he looked down 
on it from the Mount of Olives, the 
eity wherein He had imparted the «ac 
red trath, aud had exponnded scrip- 
tural figure and prophetic sym- 
bois to the ruler of a «ynagogne, where 
He had entered in triumph, and had re- 
ceived from the maltitud-s the beauti 
ful welcome of 
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**Hosanna," where he 
partook of the never to be forgotten 
Pasx%over and sang the great Halle], 
like Ernest Renan, he saw Christ, bat 
the doctor accepted Him as God in- 
carnate and his soul cried out: Briug 
me unto.thy bill, yea, even to the aily- 
tum of thy taberuacle of eternal truths 
and seal me with thy boundless love. 
As Dr. Blyden walked the city of the 
Lord's supper he comforted 
His disciples-—where He promised the 
Holy Spirit, where He breathed His 
last prayer, his soul was convinced 
thut the Sun of Righteousness is risen 
and that the healings in His wings Are 
being felt. As he stood in Gethse- 
mane he felt that the bitter agony and 
bloody sweat of our Lord had hallowed 
it and he moved lightly on the *ancti- 
fied ground; he pondered on the name- 
boss betravya! wr ita drealful! equenee 
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which can<a natnre, from Mizmary, to 
hide herself for a while in the secret 
chambers of Teman, and he prayed 
that the light of His pardon be shed 
in the dark places of his tran«sgressing 
sOnl, As tho panarama of the wond- 
rous ressarrection was unfolded to his 
mind's eye, he believed the prophecy 
fulfilled. Neither will thou suffer thy 
Holy one to Sees corruption,” and his 
heart declared his faith not vain. He 
thonght on the sacred mission ien 
to Mary of Magdala and meilitated how 
little enlightened women of his 
day vpecniate on the fact that they, 
too, aro Marys of Magdala. As he aw 
Rethany, the village where once stood 
the hbuse of the friends of the Master, 
he acknowledged His loving kindnesses 
to them, aud His stupeudous mercy as 
High Triest and. King to ufflicted hu- 
mayity. Calvary told him a deieidie tale, 
but as he ascended Ziou, the holy hill, 
he heard, throngh the corridors of 
ages, ber sleepiug sous, striking their 
harps, to entone their mgcrbils and be 
r61015ed iu God, as he stood on Mount 
Moriah, he av Abraham as 
he caught the ram in the 
thicket by the horns soon after the 
angel, Jehovah had said unto him: 
Slay not the lad.” He saw David 
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holy pile, aud as centuries fell asleep 
he «av the astute Horod the Great 
from an ambitions and cunning | potiey 
re-erecting the temples of Mounts 
Moriah and Gerizim. He sar the 
Lord walking therein in the days of 
Horod Antipas, and hoard Him Say 
am the Vine and ve are the 
branches,” and felt that in Faith he 
stood nearer ta His side, aud the 
doctar uncovered his head. When he 
san the brook Kidron he believed that 
ke could never, never become a dried 
channel, for he loved the precious 
teachings of Christ. As he had walked 
in Bethlehem, the celebrated city 
where Jacob buried his beloved Ra- 
chel, he songht the well of which 
David longed to drink of its refresb- 
ing water, nnd tried to locate the site 
of the stall wherein the Lord of Cre- 
ation took upon him mortal form. 
When he entered Engedi with 1ts 
grotto, where David cat of Saul 
skirt, he scanned the fallen king as a 
wassive failute. As he turned to the 
monnts, Ebal and Gerizim, he again 
noted the full execntion of the proph- 
655: Believe me, the hour cometh 
when ye shall neither in this mountain 
nor in Jerusalem worship the Father.“ 
At Shechem he saw the well of Jacob, 
and of which the Lord asked drink of 
the ont-cast woman, and gave to the 
world throngh her the magna-charter 
of spiritnal worship, aud he again 
thonght he had found life in Christ, 
the Lamb of God. He saw the Midian- 
ites passing from Gilead bearing 
«pices, balm and myrrh.” and as he 
lifted his eyes to the hills he saw the 
sous of Jacob grazing their flocks, 
FEyen so thought he, shall ever on the 
great hills of Life the flocks, the innn- 
merable flocks of Christ be grazed and 
tended by His faithfal presbyters. He 
commnned with the cities of the Plain 
transformed in the Dead Sea, and 
mused on the wondrons Jordan, that 
divided its waters a 14 gave a dry and 
safe passage to Israel that they might 
enter the plains of Jericho. He «aw 
the Lord embarking on a ship on the 
lake of Genezareth iu the prosecation 
of his errands of mercy ant 
Wir veneration he looked at 
Nazareth . seated o the north- 
west of Mount Tabor, he entered Cana 
of Galilee the place of His (Christ's) 
first miraclg and where His disciples 
plucked the tars of corn npon the Sab- 
bath. Rev. Blyden left the Holy 
Land fully convinced that Christ, the 
Man of Purity, who lifted the fallen, 
is He from whom a spiritual salvation 
from sin is looked for. He was sure 
that Simeon of old hal seen the Light 
that was to lighten the Gentiles 
the glory of the people.of lerael. In 
his heart then there was no room for 
doubt, and he thonght of the multitude 
of redeemed whose souls 
sonnding the praises of the Lamb, 
and in the righteons fnliness of hi- 
heart reconsecrated himself to His glo- 
rions service, determined to propagate 
the pure knowledge of Gol the Fatber, 
the First Cause; God the Son, whom 
Philip of Bethsaida found; God the 
Holy Ghost, Jeje“ that Spirit of the 
Creator which moved in the beginning 
upon the face of the waters —not three 
Gods, but One Lord Divine. Ho felt 
that like nnfo Paul, he had come to 
the fall knowledge of Christ who hal 
left Christianity without a blur, aud 
with renewed vigor, without a shallow 
of doubt, he retFaced his steps to his 
Church duties and to his Cristian 
houschold, for he was not ashamed of 
the Gospel of Christ and wished it for 
the orld at large. 

Mr. Blyden says: There are six 
millions of Mohammedans who are 
working for Mouotheism. Of course 
we are glad to learn that much; but he 
has omitted to gay how many hnndreds 
of Christſans are in Africa 
work he threw down! ** 
Miss%ions,” he says, are weak and re- 
tiring before the increaving power 
coming from Arabia. Has he, since 
he adores the Caaba, ceased to note 
that in the evo'ntion of society Chris- 
tianity occupies the most prominent 
place? Of course, as he has ceased to 
see that She is the One religion fitted 
to cope with man in every clime and 
in every age he declares her Missions 
weak; but his weakness is not an ob- 
vions evidence of his assertion, and it 
may be that the twenty-first verse of 
the first chapter of Romans is $0 ap- 
plicable to him that he sees the Gospel 
Missions enervated. But, however, 
we have heard his bugle blare, for we 
know that Dr. Blyden is fally aware 
that ISlamism is a vicious Par- 
barity. Therefore, we believe that 
he thinks that the. time has come 
wherein it onght to be taken at its re- 
ligions valuation. Rev. Blyden knows 
that it has no educative influence and 
can, vever birth to women like 
Annie L. Barbanld, Eliza Gager, 
Elizabeth B. Rrowning, Anne Steele, 
Emily Garnier, Felicia D.

We 
should most certainly answer, we pre- 
fer the latter, for in the former the 
radiant faces of Faith aud Hope have 
never and can never shine. In the 
Old Testament of the latter, Christ 
our «alvation is prefignred and prom- 
ised, and it bas given birth also to 
many noole-souled women, But it is 
good, too, for the Negroes to nnder-
